The Students' Executive Council last night voted unanimous- 
1/ that in view of the anticipated Increase in operating expenses 
of the new Students' Centre, a recommendation for an Increase, 
in Students' Society fees of $10.00 for undergraduate students 
and ^.50 for graduate students be put before an open Students' 
Society meeting, to be held Tuesday, November 27; The In- 
crease In fees would become effective In the academic year 
1964-1965. . 



lUcbard Kaiser, SEC represent- 
ative for Commerce, nude the pro- 
posal for ice increases after an 
exhaustive study of past, j>resent, 
and estimated future expenditures 
of the Union and major student 
activlffts. 

miser reported that "the cost 
figures, as pre.'iented, have been 
obtained from various sources. So-' 
me «f the amounts «e based on 
fact — the present deQdt; othczs 
are the result of the expansion and 
diveniàcation of student activities 
— such as Badio McGill and the' 
JtrcGiSDai^ still others are baaed 
on the expert opinion of the arcfai-i 
tects and consulting engineers who- 
st professional loiowledge alone 
can estimate the cperatitmal costs 
of the New Union." , 

Other Expenses 

If the' proposed increased fees 
oome into effect in the. academic 
year beginning 1964, based on 9,000 
students, this would amount lo an 
increase over present revenues of 
$87AH)0. This figure assumes the- 
re being a total of ljioo'\gaàasie 
iitadents, whose iees wioimd be.r in- 
creased by ^7J0 eadii'and a total 
of 'SiOOO nndergxaduate ft^i l^n tff,' 
wbb vonld'piy. a further.flO per 
perion.to.iiw Stodenfai*- Sod|^. It 
rihonld be 'soted fiiat'stadeiits in 
suc&v^CBiUies. as lawj rHeffidne, 
and'Senflitar,. are considered un* 
detsraduate students in this regard.

ted when the new Students* Centre 
comes into operation in September 
IIMM. Por instance, lighting, heat- 
ing, and cooling expenses for the 
newbuilding, which will have three 
times the area of the present 
Union, and which will be entirely 
air-conditioned, will be up $22,000. 
Additional office staff will be need* 
ed for the SEC Office in the new 
bunding, and the building mainte- 
nance will have to be increased. 
This ynll mean additional expendi- 
tures of ^4,000. 

In'ereme ' 
Kdser went on to point out that 
there "will be almost innumerable 
other additional expenses involved 
in the new Students' Centre. Such^ 
things as telephone, taxes, and 
cleaning, are only a few examples 
of such items. 

Thus aUogetber, he anticipated 
that there will be a total increased 
expenditure of $04^60. In the 
1964 aéadende yearl Tliis indndes 
a 10% safety margin of $8,560, 
which in standard accounting prac- 
tice is bpped -win cover unforeseen 
expenses. 

SEC Chairman Cordon L. Echen- 
berg stressed the importance of 
theae proposed increases in Stu- 
dents' Society fees. Since every 
student on the campus will be af- 
fected, an students should, if at 
all- possible, -attend the open Stu- 
dents' Society meeting to be held 
on November. 27, at wbich this pro- 
posal will be put forward.

New Union - New Challenge 

Last night all candidates running for positions on tho 
Students' Executive Council were Invited by that body to attend 
a meeting of great importance. The ma|or item under dis- 
cussion was a proposal to .amend the Students' Society consti- 
tution for the purpose of raising Its fees, $10 for regular 
undergraduates and $7.50 for graduates, thereby obtaining 
a total increase in revenue of $87,500. That this Is necessitated . 

• • : •• ■•'-'•-J' ' 

by' financial burdens of a. new union, is obvious; that' It , 
Involves the broader issue of student activities and Indeed . 
Independence is less obvious, but perhapi of greater signi- 
ficance. . 

Expenditure In almoit every area of participation hat 
been steadily increasing. The Dally, responding to ~a mors 
active campus, and motivated by o desire to further stimulata 
Interest In all areas of extra-curricular endeavour, has ex- 
panded In size. Radio, McGill, until now entirely student run,, 
plans in the near future, to lengthen Its broadcasting time 
to eight hours per day and to acquire its own wavelength ; 
these new responsibilities will require engaging a permanent 
paid technician.- And of course there Is the new Union. 

In addition to the Increase In actlvltiet which It will 
permit simply because the area In It will be three times that 
of the Cro-Magnon House, fixed costs will be multiplied due 
to the increased staff, heating, air-conditioning, Insurance and 
the numerous other requirements .of luch' a large structure. 
Obviously the money must be raised. ' 

Students' Society feet have remained constant for many 
years in tpite 6f- Inflationary pretture.^. Whether this wat a 
good policy Is'now of merelyijiciaclei^^^^^^ Now wo 

must look to -the .future wjth ' aruroiwareness of our new 
obligations, obligdtlontVwhlch are- hot' merely financial. Much 
hot been said ' about -student autonomy, perhapt too much. 
Heverthelets even a casual comporltbn .)vith student govern- 
ments .jacrost ^Canada and'. the United -Stafet graphically illu- 
■Iratet nqwdFoHunat«..ye are.at.McGIII. .Numeroui camputet 
are conlrollea^-\by *telf-appotnting,- telf-perpetuating political

(iont. One. striking' tinillarlty in these coses is the abtence of 
Irîdependent and sufficient source» ~of student revenue," dis-

We tend to forget our blessings; to take them for grant- 
ed, but this it- the ^easiest way to. lose what hai ■ beeii to 
difficult to earn. Great emphasis must be placed upon student 
Independence and the expansion; of activities, for these are 
Intimately bound to à- comjplete university life. 

The crucial open meeting /of. the- Students' Society, to 
decide -thlt vital Issue, hqs^ noWj> been, called. Thit meeting 
will directly effect the. future [of çatnput dctivitlet and, on a 
more maierial . level, the pocketbook of every student. It Is 
vital that, there be a real response to this; new challenge — 
not -.thè rietpdnse of a mere 300, but that^ of an assembly 
which will fill the old .Union to capacity; an assembly which' 
will reflect Jtt,^eiermrncit!6n to move Into a New Union, and 
Itt wiillngn'ett' to'àiécèpt those financial obligations necessarily 
Involved in the increased operational ^ oxpendlturei which 
this building will require. We have long demanded a New 
Union. We must be prepared to meet Its demands on us. 



Disagrees With 
CbJna vs India 

Dear Sir, 

I would lilce to point out a few 
facts relevant to the current 
China-India border dispute. I 
have been moved to write this 
letter by the article in the Nov. ' 
14 Dailv, entiUcd "China vi In,- 
dla", which contained a number 
of shocking misstatements. 

(1) oiie author dedares that 
"Hitherto (prior to Oct 20, 
1062) Chinese had accepted the 
traditional^ boundary as demar- 
cated by HacMahon in the early - 
part of this century.'^; ^r j^ , t 

No Chinese government " has 
ever recognized or accepted the 
MacMahon Line. (Chiang Kai- 
Shek has announced his complete 
agreement with the communist 
Chinese govcmmenl's position in 
the dispute, as quoted in a letter 
from the former President of the 
Republic of China to the New 
York Times, Nov. 11.) 

(2) On Oct 10 Prime Minister 
Nehru ordered the Indian army 
to remove all Chinese from In- 
dian-claimed territory. Hie Chi- 
nese launched their attack, 
which your writer describes as 
"unprovoked aggression", on Oct' 
20, ten days later. - . 

- (3).rchlna*8 border agreements 
. with^epal and Burma' did not 
' "follow the same MacMahon 
ItneV. (For example, Nepal and 
China agreed to divide Mt Eve- 
rest, wheteas the MacMahon line

-left- It .completely, within, the 
territory of Nepal.) 

(4) The main road from Lhasa 
(the capiUl of Tibet) to China, 
built in 1052-55, is included in 
the area now claimed by India. 
This claim was first advanced in 
a 1854 Indian map, and only 
officially pressed In 1057. 

(5) The town of Lowang (now 
.occupied- by Chinese forces), 
which is described in all news- 
paper reports as the main ad- 
ministrative centre in the area; 
had all its administrative and 
monastic officials appointed from 
Lhasa (Tibet) until Indian troops 
occupied it in 1050. 

(6) UnUl Oct 20. 1062 India 
consistently refused to negoti- 
ate with China unless China 
first withdrew her forces from 
all Indian-clahned territory. The' 
Chinese ' in : tuirn' proposed that 
both sides Midthdraw twenty-five 
miles from tiieb: respective posi- 
tions to begin negotiations. 

(7) Since the outbreak of 
fighting on Oct 20 China has 
proposed to negotiate from pres- 
ently-held positions. 

India now refuses to negoti- 
ate unless China withdraws to 
her pre-Oet 20 positions; a de- 
mand rejected by the Chinese. 
(If the North-KoreanChlncse 
forces had demanded that the 
United Nations troops withdraw 
below the 38th parallel before 
negotiations began, would the 
Korean War ever have been set- 
tled by negotiation 7). 

i shall decline to comment on 
the polUical content of the ar- 
ticle, except for the thought that 
the growing "war mentality," in 
India against the Chinese and 
against communism, as outlined 



by the author, Is uncomfortably 
reminiscent of the hysterical at- 
titude fostered, in the United ' 
Statës by a certidn .Senator from

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National Survival 
Is Poles' Obiecf ive

"The two schools of political thought In Poland today are 
merat/lcontrasting ways of manifetting nationalism," said Pro- 
fessor Bromke at the annual Polish Week's Sir Casimir GzowskI 
Memorial Lecture. "The ultimate goal Is the same — both fasten 
fheir Interest on. Polish Survival." 

The professor, a former student 
of McGill, is currently an assistant 
professor of political science at 



Carleton University In Ottawa. Ills 
speech marked the official opening 
of Polish Week at McGill. Its topic 
was "Political Idealism and Poli- 
tical Realism hi Modem Polish Po- 
liUcal thought." 

Professor Bromke brought out 
the traditional problem of the 
small country situated between 
two great powen. He explained 
that the Polish foreign policy to- 
day, as ''manifested by^ the stand 
Poland.tookrin 1956, Is not novel, 
but rather ' a continuation of the 
country's poliUeal pattern. 

Injustice 

The professor defined Polish 
political idealism as a "stand with 
the view that It Is an act of in- 
justice to keep Poland from her 
rightful position ai a nation." 

Professor Bromke described po- 
litical realism as "a pragmatic at- 
titude, recognizing Poland's vul- 
nerable geographical position and 
the limitations which arise from 
this." This policy In his opinion 
lays' stress on Internal reform and 
social and economic development 

"The dlvblon between these two 
schools of thought has persisted 
dovm through Poland's history," 
he explained. The professor then 
went on to draw a parallel be- 
tween Poland's reversal to realism 
as a reaction against Idealism . In 
the ISSO'^, and the stand she took 



after Bismarck's crushing defeat 
in the 1860s. 

The root of political realism 
was explained "as the acceptance 
of foreign rule. It arose out of a 
feeling of hopelessness, as a con- 
crete policy to further national 
growth wiUi the means available.". 
Aspirations 
'With the great strides achieved 
by an adherence to this policy", 
the professor said, "by the end 
of the 10th century, modem Po- 
land was in the making. The result 
of an improved Poland was a re- 
turn to her old political asphra- 
Uons." 

The professor went to say that 
through the war and interim pe- 
riods of this century political ideal- 
ism once again came to the fore- 
front of her foreign policy. "Thhi 
Idealism" he stated, "relied on her 
own military' strength and assis- 
tance: from Itance In .particular 
and the West In'general. Idealism 
In World War n was clearly pre- 
sented In her desperate resistance 
to both Germany and Russia." 

He felt however, that continua- 
tion of such a policy of resistance 
would mean that "in the end such 
a nation would perish." The great 
military losses to the country in 
the. war brought about a. reversal 
to political realism. . 

Thus today, in the professor's 
view, Poland has returned to her 
traditional position of the 10th 
century In a program of Internal 
development.
